$1,413,285 
Sought In 
1952 Town 
W arrant 


Requests for nearly $1.5 million 
are contained in the departmental 
budgets and special articles that 
will be presented to the voters at 
the annual town meeting Mar. 10. 

Departmental budget requests for 
1952 total $1,283,560.04 and the 
special articles $129,725, a total 
of $1,413,285.04. 

A year ago the requests pre- 
sented at the town meeting were, 
departmental budgets $1,119,377.76 
and special articles, $73,272. The 
appropriations voted were, depart- 
ments $1,115,150.28 and special 
articles $46,972, a total of 
$1,162,122.28. The tax rate for 
1951 jumped from $36 to $40. 

The town warrant this year con- 
tains 46 articles, just six more 
than 1951 when the warrant was 
one of the shortest in recent years. 

Some of the items are: To see if 
the selectmen will be authorized 
to develop ‘‘off street’’ parking at 
Shaw property; $400 to provide 
fireworks in observance of Inde- 
pendence day (sponsored by the 
Legion post); to accept as a public 
way and name Memorial Circle; to 
see if the town will vote all full 
time enployees other than those 
appointed by the school committee 
accumulative sick leave of not 
over 30 days annually; to accept a 
general law allowing the town to 
appropriate money for the purchase 
of uniforms for the police and fire 
departments; $1500 for two new 
autos for the police department; 
$17,000 for a new pumping engine 
for the fire department. 

Also one to authorize the board 
of public works to extend the 16- 
inch low water service main from 
its present dead-end to Bancroft 
road and to appropriate $55,000 for 
the project; of which $25,000 will 
be raised by taxation from the 
1952 levy and $30,000 to be trans- 
ferred from available funds. 

All the articles in the town 
warrant are published today in full 
on page 12 of The Townsman.
